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1. The following aircraft were stationed at the Oranisaburg 
(N 53/2 67) airfield on 16 Junuary 1950: 


Tiirteen twin-engine ,lanes, in-line engine suspended from 
the wings, double rudder assembly. 


Forty-two single-angins low-wing monoplanes, in-line engine, 
three-bladed propeller. 


Nine aircraft without ;ropeller, low-wing monoplane, red 
nose, unpainted, : 


Two eireraft, according to the engine roar turbojet air 
craft, were circling the airfield, 


2, Forty-seven 12 x 3 x J-mater boxes were stored at the air 
field gate, Since only conventional aircraft had been 
stationed at the field until recently, the jet planes had 
probably arrived in the boxes. 


%, Night flying, obviously perfo¢med by large formations, 
sturted in the area of Oranienburg on 28 January 1950. 


4, The following aircraft types were Observed at the Oranisn~ 
burg airfield between 10 a.m. and noon on 31 January’ 1950: 


a, Thirteen twin-engine aircraft parked on the eastern 
borer of the field (two in-line engines suspended from the 
wings, low-wing monoplane, tayaring wines, Slim fuselage, 
double rudder assembly, nose amd engines covered with tarpau- 
lins, painted light blue); 


b. Forty-three fighters were ;arked in four rows of 13, 13, 
7 und 1O near the hangar (in-line engine, three-bladed pros 
peller, Low-wing monoplane, Leading edge of wing straight,

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ec. ten jet aircraft parked on the northwestern border 
of the field (swegt-back wings without taper, cut-off 
tips, Slim fuselage, Tlat cockpit, very high rudder 
assembly, elevator assembly set high, painted silver, 
uncerside of wings marked by 4 black stripe running 
parallel to the fuselage).

Flying with these four jet ,lanes was still 
being done at 2 p.m. Cnly half of the NeS runway was 
used for take-offs but the entire length was needed 
for landings.

A fighter with radial engine took off and landed several 
times (rear of canopy fuiring into fuselage, antenna 
rod aft of cakgit, msin landing gear retracting inward, 
retracting tail wheel, no particular color). 


Two semi-circulur boundsery markers 1 meter high and i 
meter in diameter were seen on the border of the field in 
front of the runway. A landing T had been laid out on 
the right-hand side of the runwsy. Tre boxes mentioned 
in para 2 above were still observed near the main gu rd- 
house, Wine.of the boxes had been taken to the northern 
side of the hangar; one of the boxes was open and empty. 
The jet ,lanes Lad ,»resunably arrived in these boxes. 

The noise of a running jet engine was heard from tre 
hangar.

a, The peesence of conventional fighters, probably 
Yoke3s, and of Jet ,lunes of two different types is con= 


cordantly stated [___| It is assumed that the 25X14 
Orenienburg fighter reciuent is being reequipped with 

jet ,»lanes as there are no indications that the jet 

planes belong to a newly arrived unit. The descrictions 

of the jet planes show that they are the sume types as 

those observed in Finow, Zerbst, Brandenburg-Lrisst, «lt- 
Loennewitz and Grossenbain. From the number of boxes 

obsarved it is inferred thit 47 jet plenes were tras «= 

f rred to Cranienburg. 
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ce. The information that the air inlet is vertically 
subdivided into two halves is new, Efforts are being made 
to verify this. 


a, ara 9 shows that the swept-back planss are fully 
capable of stunt flying and that instrument flying is 
also possible. The longest fligtt with such aircraft 
observed so fur is 46 minutes, However, it 1s assumed 
that their maximum endurance is longer. 


e, In ,ara 10 it is again mentioned that a rod or a 
barrel ,rojected toward the rear from the cockpit of 
this aircraft. It is not definitely clear whether this 
is an armament or an entenna rod. 


f,. The ,resance of twin-engine aireraft on 16 end 31 Janu- 
ary 1950 1s reported for the first tine. “t is assumed that 
these ,»lanes, srobably Fe-2s of Tu+es, were only in Oranien- 
burg temporarily. in air unit equi,ped with twin-engine 
aircraft ig not assumed to be stationed in Oranienburg. 
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
